Iowa City and not Des 
i Moines was the original capital of

i selection to the determination of 
f the voters on several occasions, 

I Detroit, the largest city in Michi- 
1 gan, was originally the capital, a 
■ position now occupied by Lansing. 

. Lecompton was the first capital of 
I Kansas; Topeka is the capital 
> now. Omaha was the capital of 
I Nebraska as a territory and re¬ 
mained such for a short time after 
Its admission, until Lincoln suc¬ 
ceeded it. Wheeling was the first 
capital of West Vh'ginia before 
the selection of Charleston, and 
Virginia City was the capital of 
Nevada before the selection of Car- 
son City, or Carson, as it isjcalled 
locally. Denver has always been 
the capital of Colorado, state or 
territory. Yankton, S, D., was the 
capital of Dakota territory before 
its admission into the Union as 
two separate state.s, but the pres¬ 
ent capital of South Dakota is tho 
town of Pierre. Hew Orleans, for 
a time after the Civil War the 
capital of Louisiana, has been 
superseded by Baton Eouge. The 
original capital ot Hew York was 
JNew York City, and for a time 
New York had two capitals. New 
York City and Jamaica, L. I. Af¬ 
terward the course of Capital mov- 
! ed northerly, first to Poughkeepsie, 
then to Kingston and finally to Al¬ 
bany, where it has been for more 
than a century. The Original capi¬ 
tal of Alabama was Tuscaloosa; 
and of Georgia, Milledgoville, un¬ 
til superseded by Atlanta after the 
Civil War—Chicago Chronicle. c
